from scrap m a­ 
terials in WPA sewing rooms, thous­ 
ands of brightly 
colored 
playthings 
are being stored in surplus commodi­ 
ty warehouses, to 
he 
delivered 
at 
Christm as time th ru the regular chan­ 
nels employed iii distributing food and 
clothing to dependent families. 
WPA officials 
estim ate th a t 40. 
550 toys will be ready for distribu­ 
tion by Christm as morning. Into these 
articles has gone the handicraft of 
8,500 workers, most of whom utilized 
spare-time moments for the work. 
City officials 
in 
Houston, 
Fort 
■Worth, and Amarillo are cooperating 
with WPA to employ 98 men and wo 
men at m anufacturing toys 
for 
the 
children of needy families in the 
cities. Most of the persons assigned to 
these projects are incapacitated, eitli 
cr thru age or physical infirm ity, for 
employment a more strenous work.
